The dirigible was damaged on the port horizontal and 
was making repairs. 
She was about 1800 miles east of Charleston, South 
Carolina. 
The navy department ordered all the light cruisers sta­ 
tioned at Hampton Roads and the destroyers at Charleston 
to leave immediately for the assistance of the dirigible if 
they should be called upon. 
The message was sent from the dirigible this morning. 
Its position was placed at HOO miles due east of Bermuda. 
The dirigible was proceeding under reduced speed not 
making more than about 35 knots.
